The People’s 
company, having been chartered in 1855, and 
the constitution of 1870 forbidding the con- 
ferring of additional powers on holders of 
special charters, except in a general law, it. 
is claimed that the act of 1897 is invalid as 
conferring such powers. 

The principal clause in the gas. consolida- 
tion act, against which this attack is made, 
provides that it shall be lawful for any gas. 
companies, now organized or hereafter to 
be organized in this State, dofng business in 
the same city, town, or village, to consoli- 
date and merge into a single corporation, 
which shall be one of the said merging and 
consolidating corporations, by eomplying 
with the provisions of this act, as herein- 
after specified.”’ 

“This,” according to the State’s Attorney 5 
and Mr. Moses, as set forth in the informa- 
tion, is conferring upon the People’s Gas- 
light and Coke company special immunities 
and privileges which are not on 
other corporations.” 


TLimitation on Price of Gas.

$3 rate for gas. This claim is based upon 
section 167 of the consolidation act, which 
provides that “ Any corporation purchasing 
or leasing the property of any company or 
companies. or into which any company or 
companies are consolidated and merged 
under this act, shall be-at the time of availing 
itself of or accepting the benefits of this act, 
in the actual business of furnishing gas to 
consumers; such corporation shall not in- 
crease the price charged by it for gas of the 
quality furni to consumers during any 
part of the yearimmediately preceding such 
purchase or lease, or such consolidation and 
merger. Such corporation shall furnish gas 
to consumers as good jn quality as it fur-

DOGS MAY RIDEONLYAT 
EXCESS: BAGGAGE RATES. 


Recent Ruling of the Railroads, It Is 
Said, Will Cost the Trainmen Many 
Penny—Abused a Good Thing. 


Chicago huntsmen who wish to take their 
dogs to the woods and fields this fall will be 
confronted with the new ruling of the rail- 
roads, under which they will have to pay 
for the canines as excess baggage. as 
Instead of putting the dog in the baggage 
car, as heretofore, and going to look after 
him at junction points, the hunter will check 
room and pay at the rate 
of one-half the usual excess .baggage fee 
for the weight of the dog. For instance, an 
animal that weighs fifty pounds ca ride to 
Madison, Wis., for 25 cents. 
The new ruling: meets with little favor 
among baggagemen.: Heretofore they have 


be largely done away with, as the hunters 
will expect all care to be provided for the 
“It won't make much difference the most 
of the year,” said Baggagemaster Adams of 
the St. Paul road, for few dogs travel as 
a general thing. We carried one or two dogs 
free under the old rule when they were ac- 
companied by the owner. Dogs going in 
numbers for bench show purposes have been 
crated and shipped by express. I expect 
there will be considerable complaint from 
hunters when the shooting season opens.” 
On the roads running east from Chicago, 
and which are not within the Western Traffic 
association, which made the new rule, bag 
gagemen are still: allowed to accept fees 
for carrying dogs. On the Pennsylvania 
road it is mandatory that they make the 
charge. Fifty cents per dog for each di- 
The fee system was abolished several years 
ago on roads running out of New York. At 
that time an unwritten rule allowed the bag- 
gagemaster to charge a fee, though the car- 
rying was supposed to be free. ge- 
men soon i the rate, and so many com- 
plaints were that the officials of the 
New York Central passed'a rule similar to 
that just made in Chieago.

The number wanted is 400 and the 
object is to benefit surgery by posing the 
body for photography illustrating to the 
medical profession the manner in which cer- 
tain operations are performed. Photograph- 
ing the living under anesthesia has not given 
satisfactory results, and as a last resort the 
surgeon advertised for bodies of persons who 
are now nearing the grave. Already he has 
found twenty-seven subjects. who have re- 
ceived their pay and the body after death 
deeded dover to the physician.

EASTERN CREDITORS SWOOP DOWN 


ON SEYMOUR SWARTS. 


Power of Slieriff Inveked to 
$100,000 Werth of Property—Presi- 


** 


t Making Large Purchases on 
Credit and Selling at Low Prices for 
Cash—Nearly Twenty Concerns Said

The power of Sheriff Magerstadt’s au- 
thority was invoked yesterday by more than 
a dozen Presidents of Eastern metal refining 
concerns in their attempt to recover $100,- 
000 worth of property from Seymour Swarts, 
President of the Swarts Metal Refining com- 
pany at 20 North Desplaines street. A writ 
of replevin was secured by Samuel Butter 
.of Boston and served late last evening. 

The prosecutors claim that Swarts obtained 
as much metal as possible on credit, and sold 
it out immediately for cash and à figure con- 
siderably below the market price. Several of 
his checks in payment of the goods were pro- 
tested, and on Aug. 5 Kaufman, Berkenstein 
& Davis of Chicago filed a petition to appoint 
a receiver for the refining company. Referee 
Eastman appointed the Chicago Title and 
Trust company to take charge of the busi- 
ness. The liabilities are said to be $100 
and the assets $40,000. 1 

Considered a Clever Manager. 

Swarts is 30. years old, and well. known 
among manufacturers of metal work as a 
clever manager, who in five years made a 
fortune out of the metal refining company 
which he organized. His credit was of the 
best, and when a month ago New York and 
Boston firms received his orders for large 
amounts of brass and copper thé shipments 
were made immediately on account. From 
nearly twenty concerns he obtained consign- 
ments, valued at an average of $5,000 each, 
while to a New York house, L. Vogelstein 
& Co., he became germ

Early last week two of ising waere pre- 


‘sented, and the inability of, Awarte to meet 


them promptly produced a stampede of his 
creditors to Chicago. The case was deemed 
so urgent that the highest officers of each 
firm concerned came in person. They were 
Samuel Butter and W. C. Coleman of Bos- 
ton; E. Hess, L. Lippenheimer, Charles 
Mores, Fred Downs, and 8. Sullivan of New 
York; David M. Strauss and R. C. Koblitz 
of Cleveland; Michael Hyman of Buffalo. 
A meeting of the creditors was held at the 
Great Northern, and Attorney B. C. Bach- 
rach retained to proceed; against the young 
manufacturer. 

Admits Losses on Races. 
It was discovered that Swarts had sold 
large quantities of brass and iron below the 
market price to obtain money on short 
notice. Where this money went hecould not 


tell when the receivership hearing was 


called. He admitted that part of it had 
gone to pay gambling debts incurred through 
betting on horse races at a local sporting 
club. | 
The creditors did not carry out their orig- 
inal plan of arraigning Swarts before Justice 
Richardson, but they went to the Sheriff's 
office instead, and will try first to recover 
some of the raw metalin question. One man 
succeeded in having a carload held in the 
Baltimore and Ohio yards pending the de- 
cision of the case, and Mr. Butter obtained 
a writ of replevin for $4,000 worth of brags. 
Moritz Rosenthal came to Chicago from his 
Oconomowec home to defend Swarts, who 
has been his client for years.

The detective’s connection with the Chi- 
cago Police department had been somewhat 
erratic. He had been in Chicago the greater 
part of thirty years, He never traveled a 
beat, but with some experience in police work 
in Cleveland he was placed ig the detective 
department under Swift’s administration. 
Several times he was removed from the de- 
partment, the last time being just before 
Mayor Harrison's reélection to his third 
term. He was then a detective sergeant, and 
was discharged for the reason that he had 
no standing in the Civil Service commission. 
Shortly afterwards he took the examina- 
tion for assistant superintendent of the Bu- 
reau of Identification, and was given the 
position. He was credited with having been 
of assistance to the. administration during 
the investigation of the city administration 
by the Berry committee of the Legislature, 

Stible’s resemblance to Grover Cleveland 
was more striking several years than it 
had been recently. He had lost flesh of late 
years, but the likeness to the ex-Presidext.

The detective, who was 53 years old, od 
through the civil war in the Ohio 
Heavy Artillery.

Throughout her married life and during 
her widowhood she was an object of undis- 
guised and openly acknowledged enmity of the 
bitterest kind on the part of the Prince, who 
feared her more than all his masculine rivals 
and oppenents put together. : 

She was a political foe worthy in every 
respect of hie steel. For she repeatedly 
checkmated those of his moves which she re- 
garded as reactionary and unconstitutional, 


with a brutality and a degree of vehemence

Possessed of extremely liberal views in all 
matters, especially in those political, and 
brought up by her father, the enlightened 
and ve Prince Consort of Great Brit- 
tain, to consider a regard for not merely the 
letter but likewise the spirit of the constitu- 
tion as one of the most sacred obligations on 
the part of reigning houses in these modern 
times and as indispensable to the safety of

The latter, as is well known, entertained 
the most profound contempt for parliament- 
arism, cared nothing for constitutional obli- 
gations, and was a firm believer in mo- 
narchical despotism of the most medieval 
kind, on the understanding, of course, that 
the tyranny be exercised by the sovereign 
through his Prime Minister—that is, himself— 
and at his instigation. .

He used every weapon against her that his 
ingenuity could devise. He assailed her both 
im her public and in her private life, and in 
his reminiscences as published by his Bos- 
well, Dr. Busch, he acknowledges that he 
caused her to shed many a bitter tear by his 
interference, through her father-in-law, in 
her domestic affairs. 


Surrounds Her with Spies. 


Not only did he induce old Emperor Will- 
lam to appoint as gentlemen and ladies in 
waiting to the then Crown Prince and Crown 
Princess people devoted to Bismarckian 
ideas, and therefore thoroughly out of sym- 
pathy with their master and mistress, but he 
likewise compelled the latter through the 
sovereign to yield to his, that is to say, Bis- 
marck’s views on the subject of the education 
of their sons. 

None but those who enjoyed the personal 
acquaintance of the late Empress, and who 
knew what a strong-minded, high-spirited, 
and extraordinarily clever woman she was, 
can appreciate what it must have cost her to 
feel herself surrounded—save for two notable 
exceptions—by gentlemen and ladies in 
waiting who were not the friends, but 


spies upon them—and to know that her boys 
were being brought up in a manner of 
which she disapproved, under the influence of 
people who disliked her, and whose one object 
in life was to destroy the sympathy and love 
which her children would naturally feel for 


her, 
Extent of Bismarck’s Hatred. 

Lest this description of Bismarck’s atti- 
tude should appear in any way exaggerated, I 
would merely mention that in the early ’60s, 
prior to the war with Austria, when the con- 
stitution was being violated in the most 
flagrant manner by the Chancellor, he actu- 
ally went to the length of causing the arrest 
of one of the officers of the Crown Prince’s 
household on a charge of being the means 
through which the Crown Princess communi- 
,cated her views on Prussian politics to the 
London Times, and inspired its attacks upon 
his unconstitutional policy. 

The officer in question was Major (subse- 
quently General) yon Schweinitz, who died 
a few weeks ago as a son-in-law of Mrs. 
John Jay of New York, and as brother-in- 
law of Colonel William Jay of coaching 
celebrity. 

Von Schweinitz was able to clear himself 
of the charges in an interview with the Em- 
peror in such a way as to win the high favor 
and warm regard of his sovereign and the 
respect of the Iron Chancellor.

Bismarck 
was in favor of a continuance of harsh meas- 
ures with regard to labor, and of persecution 
of the most relentless character so far as the 
Socialists were concerned, 
Hintzpeter, full of his former sympathy 
for autocracy and socialism at one and the 
same time, called William’s attention to the 
fact that Bismarck’s policy had merely had 
the effect of vastly increasing the strength 
of Socialists as a factor in German politics, 
and of rendering the labor difficulties. more 
acute. He therefore suggested to the Em- 
peror that he shoul endeavor to solve both 
problems by means of an international con- 
gress under his own Presidency, at which 


means should be devised for reconciling the. 


interests of socialism with the Wate, and 
those ot capital with labor. | 


Appeals to Kaiser's Idealism., — 

William, with all his common sense and 
cleverness, has inherited from his great- 
grandmother, Queen Louise, a strongly de- 
veloped tendency towards idealism. It was 
to this phase of his nature that the recom- 
mendation of the professor particularly ap- 
pealed, and the more he considered the mat- 
ter the more he discussed it with his old 
tutor; the more convinced he became that 


of both socialism and labor, and thus to earn 
the gratitude of the entire civilized world. 
Prince Bismarck immediately realized the 
Utopian ‘character of the scheme, saw its 
impracticability, and proceeded to condemn 
it with more than his ordinary irritability 
and brusquerie. Finding, however, that the 
Emperor was not to be argued out of the 
idea of holding a conference, he proceeded 
te ridicule it and to cause it to be scoffed at 
and treated with derision as the vaporings 
of an inexperienced and too generous- minded 
youth in German as well as foreign papers, 
which William knew derived their inspira- 
tion and financial support from the Chan- 
cellor’s palace in the Wilhelm strasse. 


Kaiser and Bismarck Estranged. 
All this served to embitter the relations 
etween the Dmperor and the Prince. The 

—— perceived that the Kaiser was get- 
ting beyond his control and was becoming 
subject to other influences, while the, Em- 
peror now commenced to appreciate tite ex- 
tent to which he had been made subservient 
to the policy and to the wishes of his Chan- 


cellor. 
Meanwhile the necessity became apparent 


ot taking some immediate step one way or 


another in connection with the prolongation 
of the exceptional measures against the 
Socialists, which were just expiring. The 
Chancellor was determined that they should 
be renewed, while the Emperor felt that 
with the congress coming on he would be 
handicapped in his role of arbitrator and 
his good faith would be justly suspected by 
Socialists if he were to consent to the con- 
tinuance of repressive measures against 
them that were beyond the laws of the land 
and as such, strictly speaking, unconstitu- 
tional. 

Finally, William, discovering that Bis- 
marck’ was negotiating with the various 
Parliamentary leaders—notably with the 
late Dr. Windhorst, leader of the Catholic 
opposition in the Reichstag—with a view 
to the prolongation of the anti-Socialist 
measures, in defiance of his wishes, made 
up his mind that the time had come to dis- 
miss him, and called for his resignation for 
having ventured to negotiate with the party 
leaders ot Parlament without his knowledge | 
or consent in order to obtain their support 
for a measure to which he, the Emperor, had 
expressed his objection. 

Real Cause of Bismarck’s Fall. 

That was the real cause of Bismarck’s fall, 
despite all other stories current about the 
matter, and had not Empress Frederick engi- 
neered the meeting in the Westphalian capi- 
tal bet ween her son and his former tutor, Bis- 
marck might have died in office. 

Empress Frederick was shrewd enough to 
keep in the background all the time. She 
took no part in the fight between her son and 
Bismarck and was particularly careful to 
avoid identifying herself in any way with the 
professor. The result was that the Kaiser 
did not dream of ascribing to her any respon- 
sibility for the mistake into which he had 
been led by his former tutor. Fora mistake 
it was. The international labor congress re- 
sulted in a flasco and the Emperor became so 
embittered by the failure of the Socialists to 
appreciate his kindly intentions towards 
them that he now regards them as his most 
dangerous 

As foreseen by Empress Frederick, with 
Prince Bismarck once in retirement the 
Kaiser proceeded to reverse the entire Bis- 
marckian policy, and, realizing that among 
the errors into which he had been led by his 
Chancellor was his harshness towards his 
mother, took the first steps towards a recon- 
ciliation with her, and established the most 
affectionate relations which lasted to the end, 
and which have contributed to brighten 
the eventide of the life of the lamented Em-

“It is believed there are rich deposits of 
iron ore in northern Japan, Dr. Noro having 
estimated that there are deposits to exceed 
75,000,000 tons within a radius of sixty miles 
from Ofunato. The ore is found in beds and 
veins, and contains a large percentage of 
iron. The same district contains consider- 
able amounts of sulphur and copper and some 


lead. 
“The reasons assigned for the non-develop- 


ment of these mines are: Want of mining 


and engineering experience, failure of the 
work started by the government in 1876 
(owing to insufficient fuel for charcoal pig), 
which discouraged others from undertaking 
it, and the general economic depression now 
prevailing in this country. 

„ Viscount Enomoto, retired Rear Admiral 
of the imperial Japanese navy, and Mr. 
Amenomiya have recently started a company 


having for its object the development of 


these mines. Their project includes the im- 
provement of Ofunato harbor, the construc- 
tion of sixty miles of railroad to connect the 
harbor with the main line of the Nippon rail- 
way, the purchase and development of mines 
and the building of an iron and steel foundry 
and machine shops. For this work they wish 
to raise a capital of $5,976,000. They are 
anxious to secure the aid of foreigners in 
carrying on the enterprise, and to this end 
are willing to give aliens the opportunity of 
showing in this re- 
spect a more ral spirit than the Japanese 
are usually credited with. a 

The investment of foreign capital in such 


enterprises has hitherto been greatly dis- 


couraged by the Japanese laws, which made 
it impossible for foreigners to own land, and 
placed restrictions on their building opera- 


tions that greatly increased the risks and 


decreased the profits of their investments. 
The mining laws have lately been amended 
so as to be much more favorable to foreign 
investors, and the hope is held out that 
within a few months the right to own land 
may be conferred on aliens.“ .

Tun TRIBUNE’s judges have made a dis- 
covery in the character of ‘gardens that is 
most interesting. In the heart of the city 
the gardens are almost invariably character- 
istic of the owner, while those in the outer 


districts are in most cases similar. James 
Jensen, one of THE TRIBUNE’S judges, ex- 
plains the difference in this way: 2 
„People who Mye in the down-town sec- 
tions of the city seldom know their neigh- 


bors; it is often the case that a man does 


not even know the name of his next door 
neighbor or the family who occupies the flat 


above him. Consequently, his garden or his 


window boxes represent his own individual 
ideas; he has worked them out for himself 
without any advice or consultation with his 
neighbor. ‘He may, of course, have been in- 
spired to start a garden by seeing his neigh- 
bor at work on one, but he nearly always pro- 
ceeds along his own lines. 

„On the other hand, the man who lives in 
the suburbs or in the less thickly settled dis- 
tricts not only knows the names of all his 
neighbors but he is personally acquainted 
with every one in his block. When he dis- 
covers the man next door fixing up his yard 
he immediately begins to talk it over with 
him. They both become interested In the 
work and spend part of each evening ex- 
changing ideas. This accounts for the simi- 
larity we have found in the gardens outside 
the congested portions of the city.“ 

One Man’s Good. Work. 


One of the most striking examples of the 
metamorphosis one man can work in his own 
yard is illustrated in the case of Rudolph Hil- 
ler, 818 North Park avenue, Austin, one of 
the competitors in Tun Tunes amateur 
gardeh contest. Mr. Hiller has made it a 
to improve his premises every spring, 
until the present summer did he un- 
anything pretentious. The winter 
left his premises in a sad. condition. His 
grass was barely alive, his vines were all 
dead, his flower beds were almost completely 
obliterated, and his yard was full of holes 
caused by the melting of piles of accumu- 
lated snow. To have viewed the place at this 
time one would have suspected that it had 
never received an hour’s attention. 

Today the yard is an ideal garden. The 
lawn is as smooth as a. billiard table, the 
grass is of the deepest green and as soft as 
velvet; the woodshed, which when exposed 
to view is an eyesore, is now completely 
hidden by a screen covered by a luxuriant 
growth of vines. The side fences also have 
the appearance of a huge green wall, while 
along the walk which leads from the 
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kitchen to the woodshed is a narrow strip 

filled with several congruous varieties of 
flowers. 

All these things attract the eye, but it is

Beside them was a pile 
of molds, each consisting of two wooden 
blocks hinged together, and having on the

With a deftness born of long experience. 

Greenlee caught up a handful of the filler, 

put it in the palm of his left hand, with his

Round this he quickly wrapped 
the binder which holds the loose interior 
together.

he wrappers usually are of Sumatra cr 
Connecticut broad leaf tobacco... They are 
taken from the bale and handled by boys, whe 
moisten them. Forty-eight hours afterwa 
stripper boys take the leaves one by one and 
smooth them out carefully over a hardwood 


block. Then from each they draw the back- 


bone or rib, leaving a smooth, even leaf. 
From a half leaf the cigarmaker gots one. 
two, or three wrappers, according to its size 
and condition, 

Taking the molded cigar in his left hand, 
and guiding the wrapper with the other, 
Greenlee took a turn with the leaf over the 
large end of the eigar; then, laying the whole 
on thé block, rolled it spirally, with a quick 
motion, so that the wrapper went round and 
round it clear to the other end. There he 
bound it closely together in a point, put on a 
dab of paste to hold it, and cut off the over+ 
lapping bits. Then the cigar was finished. 

Greenlee worked at this till the noon Whistle 


sounded. Then he went home to dinner, leav~ . 


ing 150 cigars on his bench. 


He took an hour’s nooning, eating dinner . 
with his family, and then went back to spend 


a second four hours at the same work: He
